American books are replacing Ger- 
man-language technical works in Eu- 
ropean universities. Holland in par-

Impro\ed Etch Process 


In the Nu-Etch Process developed by 
A. E. Dirkman, a specially developed 
protective composition is applied to a 
flat-etched halftone. It is spread over 
entire plate so that it is banked along 
sides of dots. The protected plate is 
placed in tray of etching medium for 
few seconds. When removed, it is 
lightly scrubbed, washed with water 
and then replaced in tray. This is 
repeated until plate has been given 
sufficient bites to lighten the tones. 
Staging is completely eliminated. 
Greater depth without loss of color 
value can be attained. Only 15 to 20 
minutes required for entire re-etching 
job whether one plate or a flat or 
group of plates being re-etched.? 


Embossing Advice 


Cylinder and bed should register, and 
all plates should be mounted on a 
solid base, says Joseph Kovec. Wood 
mounts will do on short runs. The 
cylinder can be dressed up to 12-thou- 
sandths-inch below rims as you must 
have room for male die. For packing 
use all hard manila with room enough 
for a steel jacket made of stove piping 
or equivalent. You can paste a draw- 
sheet over steel jacket and reel it up 
the sime as any top sheet on the 
cylinder. You can ink up form with 
hand roller and get first row of plates 
across the bed of press, bearer to bear- 
er, in register first. Then make dies 
in that row before you do any regis- 
tering in next row. A good embossing 
compound is orange shellac and Bur- 
bank compound. Shellac can be bought 
in flake form; it dries instantly. Wrap 
it in a piece of cloth, bag shape, and 
place in hot water until very soft. 
Then roll out in stick form. You will 
need blow torch to heat it when you 
apply it to cylinder on the spot where 
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you are about to make your male die. 
Merely cover the spot where you are 
about to make the male die about 
halfway at the front end. The impres- 
sion of the cylinder will carry any sur- 
plus toward the back end.? 


Twin Process Press 


A detachable plate rotogravure press 
—a press which may be hooked up in 
combination with offset units will soon 
be announced, says Orville Dutro, 
west coast offset press specialist. This 
press can print in two processes from 
the same plate—rotogravure and Roto- 
graf. Conventional carbon tissue meth- 
od used in gravure; plates for Rotograf 
process are produced by standard 
photoengraving chemicals and meth- 
ods. They are simple, quick and in- 
expensive. They can be printed in 
screens from 130 to 200 lines, and pro- 
duce a result that compares more with 
letterpress than with standard roto- 
gravure.’ 


Management & Labor 


Many firms worrying about irrespon- 
sibility and second childhood of some 
graphic arts unions, says H. V. Duffy. 
Management concerned over: 1, -mili- 
tancy of some of the printing trades 
unions. 2, Refusals to bargain. 3, 
Closed shop. 4, Frequent disregard for 
provisions of contract. Union leader- 
ship is soft. They are afraid to hon- 
estly express their position as to griev- 
ances and discharge cases for fear of 
what will happen at the next union 
election. They are forcéd to follow 
blindly the policy that the union is 
right regardless of circumstances.. They 
have utterly failed in educating mem- 
bers of the union in elementary eco- 
nomics and sound business administra- 
tion. Until our unions assume mature 
responsibility in their area of opera- 
tion, and until their international and 
local policies become constructive 
rather than destructive, management 
in the printing industry will continue 
to feel it is getting shortchanged.‘

shortage. Syllabuses of examinations 
are being altered to suit those books 
which ARE available. With fuel sup- 
plies to the paper mills cut to the 
bone, there appears to be little hope 
of better things to come even during 
the next 2 or 3 years. Many reprint- 
ings will have to be deferred and 
others reduced in quantity. Some sort 
of priority is necessary for this section 
of the binding industry which is so 
vital to the progress of the nation.5 


Improved Monotype 


Easier movement of copy on Mono- 
type board made possible by knurled 
knobs on roller release bar. A modi- 
fication in the control box mechanism 
has been applied, to prevent the stop- 
page of the paper feed when “try-out” 
line perforations pass through the cast- 
er air tower. In this modification the 
“repeater” control box feed piston is 
made in two parts, lower and upper. 
“BC” air is diverted from a new air 
pipe connection block, through an ad- 
ditional air pipe to a new “repeater” 
control box cover (bottom). If, as 
can happen, air is supplied to both 
pistons (i.e. feed and lock) the upper 
feed piston will overcome the lock 
piston and thus prevent stoppage of 
the paper feed. This does not affect 
the normal use of “BC” air for quad- 
ding and “AC” air for repeating.® 


Vocational Preference 


More than one third of high school 
boys and girls, according to a survey, 
have their eyes set on “professional” 
careers. Little interest in jobs requir- 
ing manual skill, physical labor, or 
shop work. Half do not wish to work 


-in a union shop.® If trend away from 


factory work continues, from where 
will come the apprentices and trainees 
for binderies and print shops? Wages 
may have to go higher in order to 
attract young people to jobs in which 
they lack interest. 


Future for Offset 


Development of offset lithography for 
book and job work, says Walter E. 
Soderstrom, has bright future if trade 
would take care and by-pass potential 
dangers. Do not produce jobs by offset 
unless they lend themselves efficiently 
to the process. Establish an accurate 
accounting and cost system. Manage-

“BO” Is Set tor Croudy 


Tue LAST STICKFUL OF 
the life of Frederic William Goudy 
was distributed Sunday morning, May 
ll at his home in. Marlboro, N. Y., 
when a heart attack caused the great 
master of typography to close the cases 
and lay down the drawing instruments 
he had used for the past fifty years. 
He was 82 years old. 

Misfortune dogged Goudy’s foot- 
steps assiduously throughout almost 
his entire career. Fire and financial 
disaster on more than one occasion 
smugly assumed they had finished him, 
but Goudy always struggled back. But 
in 1939 when his shop in a Colonial 
mill was destroyed by fire, together 
with his designs, much of his type and 
precision equipment, the graphic arts 
industry rallied funds to re-establish 
at least the material equipment for 
his work. But no funds could, or were 
needed to refurnish his soul. That 
went on as courageously as ever. Each 
year his birthday was made the occa- 
sion of a pilgrimage to visit him at 
his home by the Typophiles, a group 
of practitioners and believers in fine 
typography. 


How many type faces Goudy de- © 


signed, is a matter of some debate. 
Usually credited at well over 100, it 
contains many over which the experts 
have disagreed violently. But what is 
undisputable is the tremendous suc- 
cess with which many of them were 
received. Goudy Old Style, Kennerley, 
Deepdene, Garamont, Forum — the 
Names and designs are legion. 


Noted for his kindliness 


A true sign of character in any field 
is a simplicity, humility, and kindli- 
ness toward others, that sets one aside 
as a less thoughtless and unspoiled 
Mortal, in both theory and practice. 
Fred Goudy always surprised and de- 
lighted old friends and new, by his 
charm of manner and speech, and his 
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rejection of the foibles of adulation 
and hero-worship in his presence. He 
never once encouraged anyone in an 
attitude of subservience or humble- 
ness before his skill and craftsman- 
ship. Regardless of what one may feel 
or think about his type faces, no one 
can resist his charm—and very few that 
of his type designs. 

Coincidence dictated that this year 
should see the release to the public 
of the private papers of Abraham Lin- 
coln, whose life was closely bound up 
with Bloomington, Ill., the town in 
which Goudy was born March 8, 1865. 
His mother bore him to the station a 
few weeks later when the Emancipa- 
tor’s funeral cortage passed through. 
Later Goudy came to know Billy Hern- 
don, and others of Lincoln’s friends, 
and it is not unreasonable to specu- 
late whether his own humility might 
not have been influenced by the great 
president's. 

The early years were marked by 
nothing more spectacular than the 
normal doings of a small boy, and 
later, of a young man of middle-class 
origin. His father was superintendent 
of the Bloomington schools and a 
stern, dignified, silent man. The 
Gowdys (the Scotch name was then so 
spelled) moved on several occasions to 
other communities and other posts, 
and gradually young Fred’s talent. for 
sketching came into focus in the paint- 
ing of church windows, and finally, 
when the family had moved to South 
Dakota, in sketches for a small news- 
paper. A variety of jobs followed— 
real estate, travel agent, notary public, 
and finally bookkeeper. Meanwhile he 
continued to design stationery pros- 
pectuses and other printed matter, and 
did so after he went to work in Chi- 
cago. There he wrote and designed 
advertising and soon attracted the at- 
tention of A. H. McQuilkin, editor 
of the Inland Printer. 


Together with Cyrus Lauron Hoop- 
er, and Will Bradley, Goudy founded 
a magazine, a short-lived advertising 
trade paper, Modern Advertising. 

Meanwhile Goudy maintained his 
friendship with Bertha Sprinks, the 
young stenographer he-had met in his 
first job in Chicago. In the hours he did 
not spend with her, he pursued his taste 
for reading, concentrating on books 
about bookmaking, and making the 
acquaintance of many bibliophiles in 
McClurg’s “Saints & Sinners Corner.” 


The Booklet Press 


In 1894 Hooper and Goudy tried it 
again, this time a small press, The 
Booklet Press. It was from this begin- 
ning that he secured the job of design- 
ing and setting of The Chapbook, 
published by Stone & Kimball. Suc- 
cessful at last, the name of the press 
was changed to Camelot, and Goudy 
began to experiment with drawing 
types, of which Camelot was the first. 
It was sold for $10, though its designer 
had expected only $5! 

Not long after, the Camelot: Press 
failed and Goudy went back to book- 
keeping, but continued to design and 
sell type. A great step in his life was 
the day he married Bertha Sprinks, 
she who was to be his constant source 
of encouragement and refreshment of 
spirit for many years. 

In 1899 Goudy had established him- 
self as a free-lance designer, and there- 
by produced bookcovers, decorative 
initials, magazine covers, book plates, 
title pages and a miscellany of other 
items. In 1900 he began to teach let- 
tering and illustration and in the proc- 
ess became a close friend of W. A. 
Dwiggins, Harry Hirschfield, and 
Oswald Cooper.

Wav DO WE PARTICI- 
pate in an Annual Textbook Show? 
What do we expect to gain from such 
an exhibit? Before commenting on the 
1947 selections, it may be advisable to 
offer my own implicit answers to these 
questions. 

Presumably we select books which 
are distinctively successful solutions of 
the problems peculiar to the respective 
textbook manuscripts from which they 
evolved. The total task confronting 
the designer is always a composite of 
various factors. The chief problem 
may be primarily a technical one—as 
with a book on human embryology, in 
which hundreds of halftones, linecuts, 
charts, tip-in color plates, tables, and 
subordinate matter must all be man- 
aged into an organic pattern. It may 
be an imaginative problem—an an- 
thology of writings encompassing twen- 
ty centuries of changed thought and 
feeling. Or the problem may be nar- 
rowed down to one of translating into 
typography a radically new method of 
teaching a foreign language: a manu- 
script which the author insists must 
be set up in his own special way. 

The problems: are innumerable and 
always unique; for basically each text- 
book manuscript is a problem unto 
itself. Every designer, therefore, can- 
not help being as much concerned 
with his competitors’ solutions as with 
his own. The Annual Textbook Show 
hould help every educational pub- 
lisher generally toward solving his 
unique design problems, by enabling 
ill of us to study the chief examples 
‘f success. 


Adds small store 
| don’t believe that the 1947 selections 


add much to what we already know. 
There are some charming and impres- 
sive books among the titles, but there 
are also some that are dull and banal 
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—and at least a half-dozen scarcely en- 
titled to be honored. These statements, 
of course, are essentially subjective—no 
less so than the votes of the jury, which 
account for the current awards. But 
I am assuming that we have outgrown 
the quaint aesthetic belief which held 
objectivity to be possible, let alone 
desirable. 

Like many other educational pub- 
lishers, I dislike spending time on text- 
book products that embody little or 
no originality in treatment or concep- 
tion. I know that often production 
departments are blameless—yet there is 
nothing to be learned from these un- 
exhilarating results of necessity. Stere- 
otyped productions can be tolerated— 
and there are a number of such in 
the present Show. But one’s patience 
is tried by certain treatments in bind- 
ing, title page, and text pages in the 
present selection. Possibly the design- 
ers were so rushed to meet publication 
dates that they lacked the time to 
carry through to completion their over-

sy means of the Introduction, if it has served its purposes, the 
subject and the aim of the speech have been explained, help- 
ful contact has been established between audience and speak 
er, and interest has been aroused.

There may be loose ends that should be tied to- 
gether. Morcover, the audience may not know exactly what 
it is expected to do in order to accomplish the purpose. Even 
if it does know what to do, it may have no impulse to do it; it 
may have responded mentally but not emotionally. The speech 
must be clinched with a strong Conclusion 

When you quit, quit all over. As a carpenter drives a nail 
into a floor, so an able speaker in the Introduction hits the main 
idea a few preliminary taps to get it started right; in the Body 
he rains stroke after stroke; and in the Conclusion he deals a 
powerful, clinching blow. In any event a speaker must do 
something, after he has built the Body of a speech, to round it 
out and drive home the main idea. Thus he ends with a note 
of finality. Otherwise, he leaves half-submerged ideas over 
which his hearers may do a little mental toc-stumbling. 

In conducting an orchestra, Paul Whiteman says, start with 
a bang; and when you quit, quit all over. To start a speech with

all conceptions. Nevertheless, one may 
seriously question the wisdom cf in- 
cluding in Textbook Show any exam- 
ples of such arrested development. 

If the reader expects a list of books 
which struck me as unfit for inclusion, 
let me explain that I hold no brief for 
dogmatism in matters of this kind. 
Having more faith in the utility of 
suggestion, I list here various points 
that seem to me pertinent to a num- 
ber of books in the Show. I have tried 
not to load the questions but merely 
to direct the reader’s attention to cer- 
tain matters that confront everyone 
seriously interested in fruitful de- 
partures in textbook design. 


Economics, by Ise. The virtues of this 
book have already been applauded, 
and they are many. Would the use of 
boldface for the major sections of the 
book have helped in the design of the 
table of contents? Could the running 
titles have been more advantageously 
selected for the lefthand pages, to give 
the student his location among the 
several parts of this very large volume? 
In the chapter openings, do the peri- 
ods following the display numbers 
serve any purpose? 


College Algebra (by Keller); College 
Algebra (by Peterson); Analytic Ge- 
ometry and Calculus. The bindings of 
the two algebras reflect two different 
attitudes in design: the Keller bind- 
ing departs from the typography of 
the interior; the Peterson uses Bodoni 
which also appears in the text. Which 
binding design has more interest? With 
respect to the type used on the text 
pages of these two algebras, is the 
Keller easier to read? The treatment 
of the figures in the Peterson follows 
the usual style, whereas the grid pat- 
tern in the Keller figures departs from 
convention. Will students find the fig- 
ures in the Peterson easier to follow? 
I could detect nothing in the Analytic 
Geometry and Calculus that distin- 
guishes its text pages from those of 
most other college mathematics texts. 
The title page and binding, however, 
introduce a different mode. Can a text- 
book be successfully designed by super- 
imposing a relatively “modern” treat-

The following books in social studies 
will (I hope) impress you tavorably. 
Note the relationship between interior 
and binding, and the familiar “mod- 
ern” treatment of the text pages and 
illustrations. Are these books inviting, 
crisp, stimulating? Canada; Discover- 
ing Our World; The American Con- 
tinent; Living in Our Communities; 
Conquest. Is the spine of Living in 
Our Communities up to the level of 
the excellent text-page design? Do the 
front-binding drawings on The Ameri- 
can Continents mean anything to you? 
Vould students look at them? 

The questions and comments | have 
ventured deal with only a few of the 
books included in the Show. They 
imply disagreement with the findings 
of the Jury—as disagreement will al- 
ways occur, and should. Questions of 
a more general kind, however, occur 
to one as he examines any selection of 
honored books. For example, would 
anything be lost by trying another 
method of determining the books for 
the 1948 Show? It has been suggested 
that the selections be made as a result 
of votes cast by members of the Text- 
book Clinic. What’s wrong with such 
a procedure?

Current Exhibit Demonstrates Advantages and Weak Points of Proc- 
ess But Selections Display A Tendency To Subordinate Good Design

is THE NEAR FUTURE, OFFSET LITHOGRAPHY APPEARS TO 
be the process with the widest possibilities of development and expansion 
in book production. There is nothing to suggest that it will displace 
letterpress in any field; but there are some books it can do much better, 
some it can do more economically, and some that in a practical sense 
only offset can do at all. The process has been greatly improved in 
recent years, and it offers the possibility of great further improvement, 
some of it reasonably soon. In brief it is a young, vigorous, and self- 
conscious industry. 


The institution of an annual exhibition by Books by Offset, Inc., is 


therefore an enterprise to be welcomed. The current one shows both 
the high points and the typical weaknesses of the process, and its 64 
books are well worth study on both counts. It is the first of these shows 
to cover only one year’s production; the earlier ones each embraced two 
years. This may account in part for the general impression that it is 
not up to the earlier shows in consistency of quality. 


Design subordinated 


This year, too, the element of design is distinctly subordinate. Along 
with some books as beautifully planned as those of previous years, there 
is a large proportion which, as books, are pretty dull. Each no doubt 
is an instructive sample of some phase of offset printing; but it must be 
reported that the features of beauty which should distinguish an exhibit 
of books from a mere exhibit of printing techniques appears pretty 
spottily here. To this reviewer, this is a matter of sincere regret. 

Since the show as a whole cannot be reviewed in terms of design well 
produced, one looks first for examples of significant technical advances. 
There are very few. Most promising for the immediate future of offset, 
it seems to me, are a few examples of good halftone reproductions of 
photographs and black and white wash—still the Achilles heel of offset. 
There is the 1947 Calendar of the American Locomotive Co. (strictly 
speaking not a book at all), in which unusually good halftones are 
achieved by Kipe, using the Eastman contact magenta screen process; 
and Plan Your Own Home (Stanford University Press), with photo- 
graphic halftones on coated stock, printed by the University’s own press. 
These appear to be the high points in the reproduction of photographs, 
with clean highlights, a fairly good tone scale, and good shadows not too 
blocked up. They still do not equal in tonal quality the best that letter- 
press can afford. On the whole, the many reproductions of photographs 
in the rest of the show have the gray flatness which point up the major 
hurdle offset lithography still has to leap. 

Many of the halftones from black and white wash also tend toward 
flatness. Notable exceptions are the black-and-whites in Edwin Megargee’s 


illustrations for his Horses (Messner), 
printed by Polygraphic (the two-color 
subjects appeared less successful to this 
reviewer); and the wash subjects jin 
Plastic Crafts (Macmillan), reproduced 
by National Process; and the portraits 
in sanguine by Enid Kaufman for 
Dorothy Canfield Fisher's American 
Portraits (Holt), reproduced mainly 
from full-color originals by Duenewald. 


Duotone for richness 


The show has two outstanding exam- 
ples of the use of duotone to lend 
richness and scale to halftones. One 
is a large and elaborate presentation, 
The Beechcraft Bonanza (Beech Air- 
craft Corp.), with photographs and 
wash drawings in warm gray and black, 
obviously printed with no expense 
spared, by Western Litho Co. of 
Wichita, Kan. The second, an equally 
notable example of lithographic print- 
ing, is Big Tree (Viking), in which 
National Process reproduced pencil 
originals by Conrad Buff, with a long 
scale from rich shadows to delicate 
highlights, with a duotone combina- 
tion of gray-green and cold brown. 

As usual, the most spectacular part 
of the show is some fine examples of 
multicolor printing, both in process 
colors and from separations made by 
the artist. As a brilliant tour-de-force, 
there are the seven- to ten-color proc- 
ess reproductions of McKnight Kauf- 
fer’s illustrations for the Borzoi Poe, 
by Colorgraphic; also the technical 
achievement of the over-all pictorial 
binding covers of Grosset & Dunlap’s 
Illustrated Children’s Library books, 
printed in four-color process on white 
buckram by Meehan-Tooker, and by 
Rogers, Kellogg & Stillson. Notable, 
too, are the rich full-color pictures by 
school children for Adventure Begins 
at Home, by Margaret Friskey (Chil- 
dren’s Press), reproduced in process by 
Regensteiner; Clare Turlay Newberry’ 
cats in The Kitten’s ABC (Harper's), 
process work by Kellogg-Bulkeley (the 
shadow details unfortunately somewhat 
heavy); and Janice Holland’s illustra- 
tions for Maria Christina. Chambers’ 
Three Kings (Oxford), also printed by 
Kellogg-Bulkeley. 

A high point in the low-priced book 
field is reached in the process illustra 
tions for the one-dollar Rainbow 
Classics series (World), of which three 
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examples, all illustrations printed by 
Reehl Litho, are shown: Heidi, illus- 
trated by Leonard Weisgard; Robin 
Hood, pictures by Louis Slobodkin; 
and Robinson Crusoe, illustrated by 
Roger Duvoisin. 


Mirror-age for Alice 


An interesting comparison is afforded 
by two editions of Lewis Carroll's 
Alice in Wonderland and Through 
the l.ooking Glass, by two publishers, 
both having some of the same Tenniel 
illustrations in Fritz Kredel’s delicate 
wash color renderings. The Grosset 
reproductions, by Rogers, Kellogg, 
Stillson, appear much superior to the 
same by Lutz & Sheinkman for Ran- 
dom House. This last went through 
several hundred thousand impressions, 
the first of which must have been 
much better than the sample in the 
show—but why were the plates not re- 
made before they deteriorated so 
much? 

Outstanding among artist-made sep- 
arations, in this reviewer's opinion, 
are Helen Sewell’s five-color illustra- 
tions for Once There Was a Little Boy, 
by Dorothy Kunhardt (Viking), with 
non-process colors combining to give 
the effect of delicate and .rich full- 
color wash. There are few striking 
examples of this technique in the 
show, but one of them is Bell Tele- 
phone’s Radar and Your Telephone, 
with illustrations by Bertell, Inc., 
lithographed by Duenewald Ptg, Corp. 
A special and highly imaginative ex-

ample of this technique is shown in 
the binding cloth designs on the Rain- 
bow Classics (World). Each title has 
its own four-color continuous design 
by Leo Manso, ingeniously designed to 
print from the roll of cloth on Color- 
graphic’s four-color web offset press, 
thus making possible the economical 
mass production of lithographed bind- 
ing cases on the Sheridan case-making 
machine. 


Drop-outs superb 


The reproduction of delicate lines in 
drop-out halftone by offset, at its best, 
cannot be surpassed by any other proc- 
ess. There are a good number of ex- 
cellent examples in the show, among 
them Plastic Craft (Macmillan), litho- 
graphed by National Process, and al- 
ready mentioned for its reproductions 
of wash subjects. Another is in the 
group of reprints: Silva of North 
America, in which what appear to have 
been steel engravings in an original 
printed in France have been repro- 
duced with unusual success by the use 
of a 300-line halftone screen, 
Mention must also be made of the 
only two examples of reproduction by 


War Aikceart Coarse 
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the lithographic transfer process from 
originals on stone: C. W. Anderson's 
Tomorrow’s Champion (Macmillan), 
and Raymond Creekmore’s Lokoshi 
(Macmillan), both printed by George 
Miller. Reproductions from stone, at 
their best, cannot be equalled by any 
other process in the rendering of a 
full, rich scale of delicately graded 
tonalities. 

There are many other books in this 
show which deserve space in a review, 
if my allotted space were not already 
nearly exhausted, but I want to use 
the few lines remaining to comment 
on the strongest impression I took 
away from the exhibition: a depress- 
ingly high percentage of otherwise ex- 
cellently produced books have type 
which is gray when it should be black. 
There are sufficient examples of rich 
black printing of type (by Reehl 
Litho, National Process, and a few 
others) to demonstrate that there is no 
longer any good excuse for a gray im- 
pression. Good ink and skilled press- 
manship will yield a good black on 
good offset paper. Where the impres- 
sion is gray, I believe it is perfectly 
fair to point a finger at the lithograph- 
er for false economy or inadequate 
standards. If the judges of this show 
felt they had to admit many more 
than half the books on view despite 
their failure in this regard, it is a 
serious criticism of American offset 
printing, and one that could be met 
speedily if sufficient emphasis is put 
on it. 


In the special use classification, offset's ability to reproduce numerous small line illustrations, photographs, music, and bright colors is 
used to good effect, as is shown by these examples from the 1947 Books by Offset Lithography show. 


MAY, 1947, 
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- 1947 EXHIBITION 
of \estern Books, sponsored by the 
Rounce & Coffin Club of Los Angeles, 
consists of books printed and pub- 
lished during 1946, the first postwar 
vear. This was a year of continued 
shortage of materials in practically all 
lines of production, and the book- 
making trade was no exception. De- 
spite handicaps of shortages and ris- 
ing costs, printers and publishers west 
of the Rocky Mountains produced 
some fine examples of printing in both 
trade and limited editions. 

\s in former years, the number of 
books included in the exhibition has 
been left to the discretion of the 
jurors.

representing the best work of sixteen 
contributors, were selected by the 
jurors. 

Each member of the jury examined 
every entry and independently re- 
corded his judgment.

The ratings on 
the individual score sheets were con- 
solidated, and the totals indicated the 
qualifying entries.

A level 
table, along which signatures and 
books may be slid, connects the 
nipper, the smasher, and the trim- 
mer. A slide of the wrist and the 


job goes to the next station with a 
minimum of effort. While space in 
the new plant, 22,000 sq. ft. ap- 
proximates that of the old, esti- 
mated 50% saving in space was 
made possible by the elimination of 
such dead areas as elevator shaft, 
hallways, stairs, columns, and. the 
like. All of which goes to prove the 
old adage—there are more ways 
than one to streamline your plant 
and increase production!

Ta PRIDE OF PHILA- 
delpliia publishers was once again pre- 
sented to the city’s admiring citizens 
and active participants in its most 
prominent industry, the graphic arts, 
when the Second Annual Philadelphia 
Show was opened late last month. Its 
first appearance was at a preview din- 
ner for its sponsors, the Philadelphia 
Book Clinic, April 28, and its public 
appearance the following day at the 
Free Library, where it remained on 
view until May 13, then moved to the 
Mercantile Library for a final week. 

From the 157 books submitted, the 
jurors, Richard Ellis, Howard King, 
and Edwin Winslow, selected forty- 
two. The selected books displayed an 
extraordinary range of versatility in 
design, a kaleidoscope of color, bind- 
ing methods, and materials. Red and 
blue predominated in the cover colors, 
with gray, brown, and green next, and 
yellow and black at opposite ends of 
the range. Covers were stamped and 
printed with from one color to four. 

Antique stocks easily held the lead, 
with offset, coated, super, and English 
finish ranking next.

Considerations noted 


The elements upon which each book 
was judged were as follows: 

Design: size of page, art, colors, 
used, engravings, type measure, paper. 

I ype Selection: suitability of face to 
purpose, measure, display (including 
title-page, front matter, subheads, run- 
ning heads, folio), and color value of 
the face in relation to page size, bal- 
ance of art and type. 

Materials: paper and its effect on 
type selected, binding materials, meth- 
od of binding, colors used in printing 
and stamping both text and covers. 

Manufacture: presswork and even- 
ness of tone, registration of colors, 
general carefulness of production. 

Purpose: the weight or balance of 
the book and the ease of handling; 
can the person for whom the book is 
made get instruction or entertainment 
therefrom.

200 attend opening 


The Book Show was hailed by the 
judges and more than 200 guests who 
attended the Preview Dinner at the 
Union League, April 28, as one of 
the finest shows in recent years. It was 
further agreed that books submitted 
this year demonstrated considerable 
improvement over last year’s selections. 
Theodore A. Phillips (Blakiston), 
Chairman of the Preview Dinner, in- 
troduced the principal speaker of the 
evening, Dr. Morris Fishbein, Editor 
of the Journal of the American Medi- 
cal Association. Dr. Fishbein’s witty 
and interesting talk contrasted present 
day life in America with that of 1900. 
Of special interest was a story of the 
early days of his own career when, 
quite by chance, he was sent by the 
Editor of the Chicago Daily News to 
investigate a hoax news story. The 
record of his findings revealed a talent 
to which he was devoted most of his 
life. The speaker believes that we 
have more leisure than our grand- 
fathers and, therefore, more time to 
read; a good thing for bookmakers. 





Forty-two books were arranged in 
an exhibit by a Committee of which 
Herman Eberding (National Publish- 
ing Co.) was Chairman. Chosen from 
over 150 entries, these books included 
examples of biography, fiction, juve- 
nile, medical, technical, text, bibles 
and manual. A public exhibition was 
held from April 29 to May 13, 1947 
at the Free Library on the Parkway 
and from May 14 to May 28 at the 
Mercantile Library, 10th Street be- 
tween Chestnut and Market Sts. 


King comments on type 


Howard King (Typographical Consul- 
tant, Intertype Corp., and Vice-presi- 
dent, The Maple Press Co., York, Pa.) 
who served as one of the three jurors. 
found 1947’s books superior to the 
previous annual Show.and he looks for 
even better books next year when the 
limitations of materials and paper will 
be eased. In opening his discussion, 
King caustically commented on the 
failure of publishers to select clean, 
perfect copies for submission. Seven- 
teen books were rejected for this fault. 

“Year after year, there is always one 
type face that stands out—Baskerville,” 
he said in commenting on its use in 
seven of the forty-two best books. Be- 
cause it has “no offensive mannerisms, 
is clear-cut, has feeling and grace and 
is equally impressive on antique or 
coated paper” it has retained its popu- 
larity. Caledonia ran second place in 
the breakdown. By way of criticism,

King noted that fifteen of the forty- 
two books used bold-face type for dis- 
play and he suggested that henceforth 
it “be used sparingly and in smaller 
sizes than in this show.”

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Pamphlet binders and __ finishers 
wanting to publicize their services by 
direct mail might take a leaf or two 
from E. H. Wolfe’s book. The seller's 
market won’t always be here and the 
bright lads who are on the lookout 
for trade goodwill and new business 
could learn a bit from the “Case His- 
tory of the Busy Barretts.” Here goes: 

As vice president of the Barrett 
Bindery Co., 1330 West Monroe Street 
in Chicago, E. H. Wolf had the tough 
job of bringing the bindery’s services 
and capabilities to the attention of the 
trade, economically and efficiently. A 
book manufacturer can’t very well send 
out bound volumes as samples, E. H. 
Wolfe reasoned, but a binder and fin- 
isher should find it comparatively easy 
to give specimens of such typical serv- 
ices as perforating, die cutting, punch- 
ing, eyeletting, and so on down the 
line. Why not combine such samples 
with humorous illustrations of typical 
binding jobs being done by amusing 
far-fetched methods? Run the job as 
a calendar and you have humor, pub- 
licity, samples, and utility—all com- 
bined. 

Sending out a calendar each month 
is old stuff? Not the way that Wolfe 
did it, for each calendar was also an 
ingenious combination of humor, sales 
talk, and specimens of services offered. 
Thus was created the series of monthly 
calendars, each one scored, die cut 
and folded to make possible a stand- 
up measuring about 4x73,”. 

“I made a list of the different opera- 
tions to be included in each month's 
calendar. In July the examples of 
then dreamed up 
a group of little 
characters — the 
Busy Barretts — 
who would per- 
form the standard 
finishing opera- 
tions in various 
amusing fash- 
ions.”

punched holes are made by a com- 
pressed air hammer and drills (see 
illustration). Ten examples of eyelet 
holes are built into a revolving, me- 
chanical model of an eyeletting ma- 
chine in the September card (also 
illustrated on this page). 

“Vic Havel made the artwork,” 
Wolfe goes on to say in describing 
the production of the caids. “Photo- 
Stats were prepared and reduced to 
size and our die-making department 
cut construction dummies just to be 
sure that all the mechanical ones 
would work properly. 

“The overall size of the calendar 
was determined by the No. 9 penny 
saver envelope that we use for our 
regular circular mailing. The twelve 
calendars, plus gadgets, laid out on a 
sheet size of 22”x28” on Sorex tag stock 
because of its strength and folding 
durability. We chose offset rather than 
letterpress in view of the plate econ- 
omies possible. 

“Three different color combinations

were used. To save expense we merely 
had the lithographer stop the press 
and wash up twice for a change of ink 
color during the run. After the mate- 
rial was die cut and finished, we ‘pile 
gathered’ it in lifts, so that it is doubt- 
ful that anybody on our mailing list 
would receive the same color two 
months in a row. 

“The dies, of course, were steel! rule 
dies,” E. H. Wolfe goes on to say, 
“and though they are comparatively 
simple in form, the effects produced 
were interesting. We saw no point in 
doing anything fancy or intricate on 
these calendars. The assembly was 
actually a routine matter. Even that 
little mechanical eyeletting machine, 
which looks so complicated, and the 
revolving wheel in December, when 
you study the sequence of eyeletting 
and attaching the movable parts, is 
really, very simple. 

“The November card was paraffin 
coated, and a gummed seal was pasted 
on the March calendar. Most of the 
cards were constructed with scored 
folds that permit them to stand up- 
right. On November, however, we at- 
tached a 4-inch single wing easel. The 
May and October cards featured the 
easels with our patented fool proof 
Steelock mechanism.” 

Results? Extremely good! Of course 
it is difficult to key such a cam- 
paign because a printer doesn’t re- 
ceive a calendar one day and send 
you a big pamphlet binding or die 
cutting job the next. But the bind- 
ery did receive a number of inquiries 
from accounts which had been dor- 
mant for several 
years. There have 
also been a num- 
ber of firms which 
asked for permis- 
sion to reproduce 
some of the com- 
struction ideas. 
Barrett Bindery 
has also die cut 
several interesting 
orders, based on 
ideas that were 
originally ad- 
vanced on one of 
the calendars. 

The goodwill 
generated by this 
amusing series is 
also of consider- 
able importance.

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Hot-Melts—And (iluing-Ort 


Battelle Report to BMI Cites Only 30 Seconds 
Gap Between Gluing-Off and Rounding & Backing 


A REPORT ON THE EXPERIMENTAL USE OF 
hot-melt glue in the gluing-off of single books was 
given by Ralph Box of the Book Manufacturers Insti- 
tute Research Committee at the April 9th meeting 
of the N. Y. Bookbinders Guild, held at the George 
Washington Hotel. Using glues developed by the 
research program conducted at the Battelle Memorial 
Institute, Box stated, Kingsport Press has been able to 
glue-off single books which are ready to go to the 
rounder and backer in 30 seconds. A special hot-melt 
glue kept at 375 degrees heat, and manufactured by 
Hilton Davis Co., is used in the gluing machine which 
operates on principles similar to the familiar McCain 
gluer. Books are carried singly on a sprocket-driven 
conveyor and an air-blower dries them while they are 
fed to the rounder and backer. Since the gluer is on 
wheels, the distance between it and the rounder and 
backer can be varied to cope with any variation in 
the speed of drying. 

The problem hitherto has been that animal glues 
do not adhere very well to hot-melt glue. This critical 
problem has finally been overcome by the develop- 
ment of a lacquer-like liquid which wets the glue 
before the book goes into the rounder and backer, 
and makes it receptive to animal glue. The glue now 
costs 60c a pound, but with increased production may 
go down to about 32c. 


Invite Test Samples 


A rough estimate indicates that about three and a half 
pounds of hot-melt glue would be sufficient for the 
gluing off of a thousand half-inch books. Nor is the 
research on this development ended. The Battelle 
Memorial Institute, it was said, would like to receive 
samples of different glues from manufacturers and 
binders since this would help them discover and iso- 
late the substances which make for good results in 
gluine work. 

In continuing the discussion on glues, Otto Hugo 
of H. Wolff mentioned that a new firm in Wilming- 
ton, Del., has developed a new glue for lining-up. As 
yet it is expensive, costing about 50c a lb., but may be 
available at a lower price in the future. 

“The development of this hot-melt glue,” Box 
summed up, “will soon make it possible to smash, 
cut, and glue, all in one assembly-line operation.” 

Guild members also discussed the problem of stamp- 
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ing pigment leaf and gold foil at the same time. This 
is usually difficult since heat that would be sufficient 
for pigment leaf, would be too much for gold foil. 
It is necessary to get a gold foil which would release 
at the same degree of heat at the pigment leaf. If 
there is not enough time to receive a special gold foil 
from the manufacturers, the problem can be met by 
lining-up the gold die to cool it off slightly. This 
can be done by putting an extra piece behind it in 
order to cut the heat. 

At the business meeting of the Guild Charles Friedel 
gave the nominations committee report and the entire 
executive body was unanimously reelected. Serving for 
another year are: president Otto Hugo (H. Wolff), 
vice president Murray Miller (Publ. Bookbindery), 
secretary William Johnson, and treasurer August 
Jekel (both of Country Life Press). A rising vote of 
thanks was given to “treasurer Gus” who had served 
14 years under seven presidents. Committee members 
also agreed to serve another year under Hugo’s lead- 
ership. 

Two new members were unanimously approved for 
membership in the Bookbinders Guild. They were 
William Fortney (Frank Fortney’s son), production 
manager at Russell-Rutter for the past 2 years, and 
Henry B. Roberts, production manager at Scribner 
Press for four years. Walter Rink of Vail-Ballou was 
proposed for membership by Jack Vail, and Edward 
M. G. Grosskupf of Haddon Bindery was proposed 
by John Esak. 

Among old Guild friends who attended the April 
meeting were Alfred Wessman (J. F. Tapley), Wil- 
liam G. Gross (Haddon Craftsmen), Charles Horner 
(Russell-Rutter), and Harold L. Monroe (McKibbin). 
Otto Paasche (McKibbin) returned after a long siege 
with arthritis. William Thurman, who recently re- 
tired after many years with the N. Y. Public Library, 
was elected an Honorary Member of the Guild.

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program is being sponsored by the Book Manufac- 
turers Institute. 

“Preliminary gluing-off experiments,” the report 
says, “indicate that it is necessary to apply an excess 
of the hot melt to the book with subsequent removal 
of as much excess as possible with a wire brush or 
other device. This assures penetration of the adhesive 
between the signatures and the removal from the 
outer edges where its presence is objectionable.” 

Adhesion between hot melts and animal glues is one 
of the main problems being tackled by the study. 
Cutting down of the time-interval between application 
of the hot melt and the animal glue is also essential 
before hot-melts can be considered commercially feasi- 
ble. A later report on the problem was given at the 
Bookbinders Guild, April 9, by Ralph Box (see the 


preceding page). 

Trial run 

A trial run of 16,000 books was made by the Kingsport 
Press on a McCain gluer last year using the hot-melt 
Hilton-Davis formula H-2038. Since the results were 
encouraging, Ed Triebe has constructed a special gluer 
at Kingsport for applying hot-melts and larger trial 
runs are being planned for the future. 

The possibility of greater benefits from hot-melts 
by the application of sufficient adhesive in the gluing- 
off step has been often suggested by BMI members. 
This would permit securing the crash and back liner 
by heat seal subsequent to rounding and backing. 

Another interesting suggestion has been advanced 
by Battelle researchers. This is the use of a process 
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in which the crash is first coated with a thermoplastic 
adhesive and simultaneously secured to the back liner 
and to the spine of the book while the latter is 
clamped in a rounded condition. This would elimi- 
nate the gluing-off step, since the thermoplastic film 
would serve as the backing glue. This method, “the 
reports says, “would also avoid the strain on the adhe- 
sive which accompanies conventional rounding. More- 
over, there would be more assurance that the book 
would retain its rounded configuration since it would 
be glued rather than forced into shape. The adhesive- 
coated crash would be applied ready for use and 
might consist either of the hot-melt variety or any of 
a large number of thermoplastic adhesives capable of 


forming heat seals but which cannot be used as hot 
melts.”

Kingsport Develops Shop Aids 
A new type of back-gluing machine for the use of new 
synthetic types of hot glue is being built by Kingsport 
Press’ machine shop, which also designed the apparatus. 
The shop has also developed a new conveyor which re- 
quires minimum space for a 90° turn. Books are carried 
directly from the examining and wrapping to the packing 
and labeling departments. Previously it was necessary to 
remove the completed books from the wrapping table, place 
them on a skid to deliver to the labeling and packing 
section, for packing on still another table, and then feed 
them to the packing conveyor.

\ higher prevailing payroll was ascribed as the reason 
for the material increase in the income of the N. Y. Printers 
& Bookbinders Mutual Insurance Co. during 1946, accord- 
ing to president and general manager C. F. von DREUSCHE.

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Library Binders Discarding Aspirin 

Library binders’ problems are easing up, Gerard B. Van

almost totally off the market a year ago.” 

Labor also is becoming more available, he observes. 

. the great majority of library binders have had their 
sleeves rolled up during the last few years and plugged 
along with the help to be had.” National has been working 
overtime for over five years. With things somewhat better 
now there may be time for discussions of mutual troubles 
within the trade. 

Librarians have seemed to be holding back some work 
in expectation of lower prices. How about this? It will 
not happen for some time, said Van Deene: “Labor, which 
constitutes 50% of the cost of binding, will continue to 
demand still higher wages.” 

Van Deene leaves for Holland soon to give some talks 
before employers’ organizations. “I expect, however,” he 
told B«BP, “that my audiences will consist of both em- 
ployers and employees because this has happened before. 
They work together quite well in Holland.” 

His trip will be short, since he must be back for the 
annual Springfield convention of the Library Binding 
Institute, which was postponed until later in the year 
because of the illness of Pelham Barr, the director. 
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EARLE B. WINCHESTER, former vice-president and produc- 
tion manager of WILLIAMS Press, INnc., Albany, N. Y., re- 
signed recently after 32 years with that organization and 
its purchaser, the J. B. Lyon Co. In 1927 he was elected 
secretary of Williams Press and held this position until 
1936, when he became vice-president. 
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National Library Builds New Plant 

In keeping with the tradition of beginning big things on 
May Day, Oscar Schnabel, president of the National Library 
-= Binding companies began to chop 
down a large pine tree back of the 
building of the Atlanta, Ga., company. 
The ground was broken for an addi- 
tion to that company’s building. 

“We are used to doing things on 
May Ist,” Gerard B. Van Deene, treas- 
urer of the National Library Bindery 
Co., in West Springfield, Mass., ex- 
plained, “We entered the library bind- 
ing business on May I, 1913. A year 
thereafter, we moved to larger quar- 
ters. In May, 1917, we combined the 
binderies in Springfield, Syracuse, and Cleveland into 
the National Library Bindery Company. In May, 1919, 
we moved to the Myrick Building, occupying a still larger 
place. On May 1, 1926, we moved to our own building in 
W. Springfield. May 1, 1928—dedication of our beautiful 
building in East Cleveland, Ohio, to our late president, 
E. J. Seith, who died a year before that date. May 1, 1930 
—erection of our building in Atlanta, Ga. May 1, 1937— 
we acquired control of the Library Book House, for which 
we built a second story on our building in West Springfield 
on May 1, 1939.” 

The Georgia company is enlarging the building to meet 
the great flow of work coming in. With this addition it 
will be one of the largest library binderies in the country. 

The plant will be managed by Zack Haygood, who is 
now treasurer of the Southern company. He has been 
with the mother company since he was 15 years old. The 
Indiana Company is directed and managed by Oscar 
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Schnabel who joined the organization in 1925. The Ohio 
Company is conducted by Milton Logan who also holds 
the office of treasurer. The Philadelphia branch was taken 
over by Charles Pickard who with his wife is now success- 
fully conducting it under the name of the Library Bindery 
Company of Pennsylvania. This year the mother company 
offered its employees an opportunity to become stockhold- 
ers, with the result that the majority of them now partici- 
pate in its growth and success. 


Bookbinding, Then & Now 


Old and new bindings which best exemplify the develop- 
ment of bookbinding craftsmanship were exhibited during 
April in the Spencer Room of the New York Public Library. 
As commentary to the books shown, many quotations and 
illustrations from Edith Diehl’s “Bookbinding: Its Back- 
ground and Technique” were placed beside books from 
the period discussed. 

Among the bindings of interest were several late 15th 
century examples of liturgical literature bound in dark 
brown calfskin over wooden board: Pigskin and doeskin 
were also often used. Designs were mostly blind tooled, 
sometimes touched up with gold. Metal bosses and clasps 
served both decorative and protective functions. 

A plum-covered morocco binding, elaborately tooled in 
the style of the Romantic period serves as a decided con- 
trast to the primitive work of the 15th century. Its center 
decoration was made of inlaid red, yellow, and green 
morocco. Bound by Thouvenin, this binding won first 
prize at the Great International Binding Show in Paris, 
1823. The modern spirit, which is free of self-conscious 
elaborateness while able to use the experience of centuries, 
is reflected in the binding of “Leconte de Lisle,” bound 
by Canape in Paris, 1908. It is both effective and original.

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Who’s Responsible for Damage? 


00 MANY BINDERS HAVE THE IMPRESSION 
that they are not responsible for the value of their custom- 
er’s job should it be accidentally damaged or lost while on 
the binder’s premises. Such was the charge made by Charles 
F. Bance, insurance authority, at the April 16 meeting of 
the Binders Group of the N. Y. Employing Printers Asso- 
ciation at the Building Trades Club. 

One of the first things a businessman asks about a new 
customer is whether or not his credit is established. Just as 
important as this, Bance emphasized, is knowing to what 
extent he is covered by insurance. To protect himself 
when he undertakes a job, the binder ought to send his 
customer a registered letter (and be sure to retain the 
receipt) along these lines: 

“Will you advise us if you carry a floater policy and the 
amount of same to cover your merchandise on our premises? 
The purpose of this letter is to inform you that our insur- 
ance does not cover the merchandise of others while on 
our premises.” 

If the customer replies that he is not covered, the binder 
should then ask if the former would like him to insure 
the work. This can be done at the short term rate for the 
period of handling. 

Though a bit more trouble than the current practice 
among many binders, this procedure can very well safe- 
guard against a loss, by fire, water, or many other occur- 
rences, far in excess of the net profit of any specific job, as 
every binder is well aware. The speaker advised against 
telling any customer that he is protected, for he would 
then be responsible to all, while under-insured, as many 
binders are. 

Bance, who has been specializing in insurance since 
leaving Burr Printing House, N.Y.C., in 1916, also informed 
the members that the N. Y. State law will exclude corporate 
oficers from all compensation policies after July 1. This 
will not affect a partnership organization. 

Several proposed constitutional changes were proposed

Tu THEME OF THE 
bookbinding exhibit and panel discus- 
sion of the New York Trade Book 
Clinic, AIGA, was neatly summed up 
by the panel chairman, Ray Freiman 
(Random House), in the remark that 
producing an attractive, sales-building 
binding design, required cooperation 
between the doers and the dreamers. 
His comment opened one of the best 
attended and most stimulating discus- 
sions yet sponsored by the clinic. 

More than 90 attended the affair, 
preceded by a dinner at the down- 
gallery of the Architectural 
League, headquarters of the AIGA, on 
April 9. Displayed at the far end of 
the room throughout the affair were 
three striking display racks of books, 
illustrating a wide range of methods 
of cover decoration, and bindings, and 
design problems. Included were books 
with one, two, and three colors of ink, 
leal, or, pre-printed all-over pattern 
mechanical bindings, and 
pasted labels. 

Close to one hundred books were 
shown on the ingenious racks devised 
by Clinic chairman Robert Josephy, 
and built and covered with cloth by 
the \. D. Smith Co., and the objects 
of not a little admiring comment dur- 
ing the evening. 

Josephy opened the program with 
an introduction of the chairman of 
the bookbinding design committee, 
Alma Cardi (Doubleday), who in turn 
passed the reins of the evening to Ray 
Freiman. Members of his panel were: 
Jack Sloves (Sloves Mechanical Bind- 
ing Co.); Emmanuel Burr (American 
Book-Stratford Press); Stefan Salter

covers, 
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(H. Wolff Book Mfg. Co.); John Begg 
(Oxford Univ. Press), and Abe Lerner 
(World Pub. Co.). 

The discarding of the jackets from 
the exhibited books, reminded Frei- 
man that the absence of the jacket 
stimulated the designer to his best 
efforts, which, however, required the 
cooperation of the doers. 


What to use when 


This led the way into the first ques- 
tion, which touched upon under what 
conditions brass dies, engravings, or 
electros should be used for cover deco- 
ration. Burr took the ball, suggesting 
that for soft reproductions offset or 
letterpress printing on cloth was ad- 
visable, but that where sharpness and 
definition of color were wanted, brass 
dies were supreme. He warned that 
binders’ electros did not work well on 
today’s materials, and closed with a 
mention of over-all patterns. 

Begg took the next question ex- 
piaining that the cost of dies elimi- 
nated the use of this method for over- 
all effects. Sloves added that in one 
instance he had saved the cost of dies 
by printing on paper that was to be 
used for the cover, and then having 
it laminated. 

Comment from D. W. Bradley 
(Harper), chairman of. the textbook 
clinic, commented on the difficulty of 
feeding single sheets of -starch-filled 
rather than pyroxylin treated mate- 
rials in the pre-printing process. 

Another speaker from the floor in- 
quired if rubber plates had been tried 
for cover stamping. Freiman replied 
that he had seen them used’ success- 


fully in solid areas on rough cloth. 
This induced O. W. Frisbie (Wolff) 
to inquire about thick gauge zinc line- 
cuts. Begg responded with an experi- 
ence in which this method was used 
successfully for 7500 impressions with 
the cut holding up well. However, 
slow drying held up the casing-in. 


Let's have more silk screen 


As was noticeable throughout the eve- 
ning, the audience took such an active 
part in the discussion, that it was often 
some time before the panel could 
fairly resume, Ernest Reichl (Archway 
Press) interposed a plea for the greater 
use of silk screen printing, especially 
on shiny cloth in large areas. While 
there was some delay in drying, this 
had been overcome, he continued, and 
he urged that its use be given wider 
attention. 

Frisbie described an instance in 
which silk screen had been run on a 
heavy enamel stock, which was then 
embossed to create a sort of third- 
dimension effect. 

Freiman, in a short discussion of 
the pros and cons of this process, 
pointed out that it was possible to run 
covers four-up but was countered by 
Sloves with the objection that silk 
screen work had to be farmed out, 
with consequent delay. Victor Allen 
(Interscience) concluded with the pre- 
diction that mass production of silk 
screen printing was in process of de- 
velopment. 

Asked if the binding should be in- 
tegrated with all other units of the 
complete book, Lerner agreed, with 
the exception of the jacket. A. P. 
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Tedesco (Grosset & Dunlap) criticized 
the tendengy to try to repeat the title 
page lettering on the binding with sad 
results. Lerner added that using jacket 
lettering on the binding, was equally 
reprehensible because of the inordinate 
boldness of the jacket typography. 

This opening gave Josephy an op- 
portunity to plead for bolder typog- 
raphy within the book. 


Bright or dull panels? 


The next question for the panel was 
whether or not binders were able to 
provide bright or dull panels as 
ordered. Burr responded that when 
the cloth was absorbent, panels would 
dry dull but were inclined to mottle. 
Subsequent stampings were not too 
difficult to adhere, however, in the 
event a second color or gold was re- 
quired over the panel. He objected 
to color foil panels on the grounds 
that they marred when rubbed. Dis- 
cussing gold, he sought to have the 
publishers specify a type which would 
not need rubbing or cleaning to re- 
move the excess, after the cover was 
stamped (see April, page 38) as rec- 
ommended at a recent Bookbinders 
Guild meeting. 

Milton Glick (Viking Press) in- 
quired if all labels had to be applied 
by hand, to which Burr assented, re- 
marking that backbone labels were 
best applied after the book was cased 
in so that accurate placing would be 
possible. (There are efficient labeling 

Salter urged that label-users insist on 


die-cut, not guillotine-cut, labels to 
insure accuracy, to which Begg re- 
marked drily that today one didn’t 
stick one’s neck out on experiments. 
Sloves suggested that label jobs be 
turned over to a label printer who 
could print and die-cut in one opera- 
tion. 

To secure the longest life and pro- 
tection for imitation gold stampings, 
Burr recommended that lacquer be 
used over the gold and, on pyroxylin 
cloths, under it as well. Cheap genu- 
ine gold is too thin, he contended, 
though others argued that it held up. 


New materials 


Turning from new techniques, Frei- 
man asked Sloves what he knew of 
new materials. The latter stated he 
felt publishers were overlooking lami- 
nation. He added that vinyl resin 
treated fabrics which would be inex- 
pensive, yet resistant to almost every- 
thing, were a long way off. Adhesives 
which would permit its use, have been 
slow in developing, too, he remarked. 
Asked if the use of a second. color 
inside the book at the expense of the 
binding, was sound economy, Sloves 
asked, ‘““Why argue costs?” To the same 
question, Salter offered good paper 
and then good binding as primary 
points in good books, and held out for 
using the same type face in the bind- 
ing design as was used in the text. 
Pressed as to whether or not a pre- 
judice existed among _ publishers 
against mechanical binding, Sloves ad-

mitted that libraries objected to it, 
because of the frequent absence of 4 
backbone identification. However, he 
explained, the method can combine 
any number of printing processes and 
the greatest number of types of paper 
with the utmost flexibility. Neverthe. 
less, he went on, it is difficult to pile 
and ship such books. However, he 
demonstrated several instances jn 
which the advantages of the process— 
its flat opening, flexibility, and color. 
ful hues—could be combined with coy. 
ers, which permitted backbone stamp- 
ing, printing, etc. 

Perfect binding next came under 
the clinical spotlight, with Burr pre. 
dicting that the process will reduce 
costs by cutting down the number of 
binding operations. The same speak- 
er commented, however, on the diffi- 
culty of reading pocket-size books 
bound this way. 

Freiman asked Begg what he thought 
about the use of headbands. While 
admitting they served no utility pur- 
pose, Begg declared he always used 
them for appearance’s sake. The de- 
signer also agreed that he liked to use 
only a symbolic design on the front 
cover of his books, reserving the title, 
etc., for the spine. Begg explained 
that he leaned toward hand lettering, 
though he agreed there were sufficient 
types for his purposes. 

Begg took exception to the trend to 
avoid any specific relation between 
jacket and binding, arguing that he 
felt there should be a definite relation. 

Packaging won a nod of approval 
from Salter, but “only if it is in good 
taste.”” The speaker continued to ex- 
press his distaste for simulated mate- 
rials, i.e., paper that looks like cloth, 
etc. However, Salter added, he did 
favor the use of cloth backs and pape 
sides. Freiman added that he person- 
ally bore the opinion that slipcases 
freightened the reader away, and 
camouflaged attractive sides. A good 
word for paper was put in by Salter, 
who urged that publishers use it when 
cloth was scarce, or if cloth all from 
the same run was not available. 

Several members of the audience, in 
discussing the subject of paper over 
board, reported that they had success- 
fully used plastic-treated cover papers, 
that they were economical and wore 
well. A query about acetate jackets 
brought out that these were usually 
silk-screen or printed by letterpress, 
or were used in conjunction with 
paper labels when it was felt that the 
readability of the title would be en- 
hanced. 

A slightly lesser number of the books 
exhibited, and jackets from these and 
the jacket show last fall will go on 
exhibit for a month at the AD Gallery, 
N.Y.C., beginning June 3.

A SWITCH IN FORMAT 
may pay off in bonus copies of a badly 
needed textbook—and set its over-all 
cost at far less than you may have 
expected! That is, if you take a leaf 
from what was done with one text- 
book, strictly on the wordy side, that 
departed from traditional format. 

Only a typographical error—a ‘c’ in- 
stead of an ‘e’—differentiates the title 
of the book from what was achieved in 
its production. For its title was 
“Economics,” and economies were the 
dividends it paid. An unexpected pair 
were its inclusion in the Fifty Books 
and just now in the 1947 Textbook 
Exhibit. 

The principal problem in making 
this first and second year “Economics” 
was the staggering amount of copy; 
there were 1800-odd sheets of it, and 
the total word count skyrocketed up to 
above 570,000, plus front matter, bib- 
liography, index, and a few charts! 

Yet when the college department 
brought it down, they told me that the 
most important thing I could do with 
it would be to make it readable! 

There were, of course, two alterna- 
tives—one to make the book the typical 
bulky, ponderous “Complete Econom- 
ics” text, with a page trim size 614 x 
94, printing on a 38 x 50 stock; sec- 
ond, to disregard all traditions by run- 
ning the page size up much larger, 
and thus cut down the number of 
pages and the bulk of the book. 


Doubling up 


Being a devotee of the use of double 
column composition in long books, I 
Suggested this system to the college 
department, and set sample pages, 
some in the traditional size, single 
column, and others in the large size 
double column as shown herewith, 
The latter received their approval. 

In the single column size, the type 
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was Baskerville, 10/12, with the type 
page 27 x 4414 picas. Extracts were 
set in Baskerville 9/11 indented an 
em each side. Questions, the same 
size, and leading, but set full. Side- 
heads were Baskerville bold, 10pt. 
Footnotes were 8/9. The folios were 
set flush left and right respectively on 
the same line with the running heads 
which were in 1]pt. bold spaced 2 pts. 

Chapter numbers were Bodoni 175 
l4pt. spaced 2 pts., flush left, and the 
chapter titles, Bodoni 30pt. ital. caps, 
spaced. Two-and-a-half picas below, 
was a triple-lined rule looking some- 
thing like a rail fence. 

If the book had been finally set in 
this style there would have been 1187 
pages. A hefty handful, and an expen- 
sive one in extra forms and extra 
folding. 

After figuring the potential savings 
in presswork and binding by using the 
double column larger trim size, the 
improved readability and appearance 
we went ahead with that version. 


Typo-specifications 


For the work, we used Caledonia 9/10, 
two columns 16 picas wide and 50 
picas deep, with a trim size of 714 x 
1014. Gutter space between columns 
was one pica. 

Besides changing the text face, 36pt. 
Bulmer ital. c. & Lc. was selected for 
chapter titles and roman c. & Lc., for 
the chapter numbers, with 10pt. Metro 
medium for the running heads and 
side heads. On chapter openings, the 
folio was dropped to the center, just 
below the gutter, and set in the text 
face. The chapter numbers and titles 
were indented 4 picas from the left. 

At first glance, the Caledonia 9/10 
may look small, but a comparison with 
the page in 10pt. with a 27 pica line, 
shows that the smaller size is certainly 
easier to read, and undeniably makes 
easier going for the student. 

In some places we departed from 
double-column measure for good rea- 
sons. End-of-chapter queries to the 


student were set full measure, for ex- 
ample. There is a lot of difference in 
reading one short question, and a 
solid paragraph of text. Since a stu- 
dent works on only one question at a 
time, the long line shouldn’t bother 
him, for he must write down his an- 
swer to one question before going on 
to the next. It’s not the same as read- 
ing paragraph after paragraph of long 
line text. 

There were 19 pages of half-titles 
throughout the book. Although they 
might be said to occupy valuable space, 
the omission of which would have cut 
the cost down still further, actually 
they provided refreshing “breathing 
spells” throughout the book. 

The book was printed on a 42 x 58 
sheet, 40lb. basis super whereas 35lb. 
would have been used for the smaller 
size. Actually, there would have been 
little difference in net weight of the 
paper used, but there was a saving in 
avoiding the penalty for running light- 
weight stock, and of course the heavier 
weight provided greater opacity. 

The finished book had 731 pages of 
text and index, with the same 570,000 
words, a net saving of 456 pages. 


Net savings 


A sketchy analysis of the costs of com- 
position indicates that the larger page 
cost about 25% more than the other, 
but—the plates were a little cheaper, 
because of the slightly less total plate 
area in the large book than they would 
have been for the single column edi- 
tion, and the saving on running time 
on press and in the bindery, was con- 
siderable. There was a saving of seven 
perfector sheets on press, or 7000 im- 
pressions, and 14,000 fewer signatures 
to fold and sew in every 1000 books. 


$14,000 saved to date 


There was a saving of about $1,200 
in make-ready, running time, and 
binding, and allowing for the saving 
occasioned by avoiding the penalty on 
lightweight stock, I believe that about 
$1400 was saved on every 10M copies; 
that’s about $14,000 saved on 100,000 
copies, and we’ve manufactured many 
more than that already. We ought to 
keep right on saving money on this 
book for the next ten years!

who had operated his own Handcraft Press, in Washing- 
ton state, they opened the Village Press in the barn behind 
the Goudy home. Mrs. Goudy became their most ardent 
and able compositor, and soon the shop was able to repay 
Ransom the money he had advanced towards its founding. 
Since it did not appear to be able to pay all three a 
living, Ransom withdrew. The following year the press 
was moved to Hingham, Mass., and later to N.Y.C., where 
Goudy became a close friend of Mitchell Kennerley, the 
publisher. The press was installed in the Parker building 
on 19th street (not far from B&BP’s office), but in January 
1908 the building was destroyed by fire, and with it all 
except the matrices for the Village type. 

A visit to Europe in 1909 led indirectly to his designing 
of the Kennerley face, modeled after Bishop Fell’s im- 
portation for Oxford, which replaced the Caslon chosen 
originally for a set of books designed for Kennerley. This 
was the work which established his reputation as a type 
designer and typographer, and soon all the leading type- 
founders were demanding his services. Lanston eventually 
signed contracts with him and for them he produced many 
of his most famous designs. 

As a boy, Goudy had been endowed with wanderlust, 
and his shop caught the fever. From New York it was 
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of the book have proven that textbook buyers will accept 
this kind of format, in many fields other than anthologies. 


moved to Forest Hills and from the name of the avenue 
on which the Goudy home was located, the press derived 
its name—Deepdene. But it was not long before in 1922, 
the Goudys moved again to a peaceful dale at Marlboro, 
N. Y., near Newbury and adjacent to a site once owned 
by Dard Hunter. The latter had built thereon a replica 
of an early paper mill. 

From that time on, the Deepdene Press and the Goudys 
prospered. Goudy became president of the American Insti- 
tute of Graphic Arts, and was honored and praised together 
with his types in all corners of the graphic arts world. No 
scar marred his life until the illness of his wife in 1933, 
and her death two years later. 


The tragedy of Deepdene 


Fire again drew its flaming fingers across the pages of 
Goudy’s life, in 1939 when the old mill and all his price- 
less equipment, designs, and types went up in smoke and 
settled slowly to earth pouring its molten metal and twisted 
steel into the creek bed. But his resilient spirit mastered 
even this second crushing disaster and he rebuilt and went 
on with his work. Only in the intervening years did his 
age and the infirmities of a hard and busy life creep 
upon him. 

Besides his type faces, Goudy was also known for his 
books on typography and lettering, of which the best known 
are: The Alphabet, Elements of Lettering, Typologia, and 
a fantasy, The City of Crafts. And last, A Half-Century of 
Type Design. 


BOOKBINDING AND BOOK PRODUCTION 





Books by (Vitset Show ()pens 


Tae 1947 Books By 
Offset Lithography exhibit was for- 
mally opened before a group of pub- 
lishers, lithographers, and representa- 
tives of graphic arts supply firms, at a 
preview meeting at the N. Y. Public 
Library, May 5, in the famous room 
213 which has seen the opening of so 
many other book shows. 

\n outline of the progress of the 
1946 exhibit about the country high- 
lighted the report of the executive di- 
rector of Books by Offset Lithography, 
Inc., A, Albert Freeman, as he opened 
the evening’s program. The exhibit 
has appeared before librarians, book- 
binders, printers and many others in- 
terested in the application of the offset 
process to books. Larry June, member 
of both the 1946 and 1947 juries, gave 
a brief summary of the task of select- 
ing the books, and the points which 
he felt were brought out by the en- 
tries. In the process, he made a num- 
ber of recommendations to machinery 
manufacturers and lithographers. 

In his address, Freeman pointed out 
that considering all the entries—336— 
the general quality was above that of 
last year’s level, although the tone of 
the 64 selected books was not as satis- 


factory as last year’s group. Reviewing 
each classification he cited textbooks, 
special uses, and reprints, as showing 
the most marked advances. 

June singled out several points of 
common criticism of the process for 
suggested improvement. One was the 
need for more uniform color and qual- 
ity of presswork throughout, another 
greater precision in mounting proofs 
of type in copy preparation. He sug- 
gested to the paper manufacturers that 
they seek to develop more opaque 
stocks. 

For the chemists in the industry, he 
also had a challenge—a plate wetting 
solution which would result in less 
transfer of water to paper, thereby 
causing the grayness so often com- 
plained of by those familiar with offset. 
Advice to the press manufacturers in- 
cluded the suggestion that they build 
smaller and faster presses to permit 
greater flexibility. 


Photomechanical composition 


A point of special interest about the 
opening was the fact that the entire 
32p. catalog was photomechanically 
composed, by courtesy of The Inter- 
type Corp., Brooklyn, wtihout using 


any metal type. From these photo- 
composed proofs, the catalog was pro- 
duced in offset in two colors. 

Other speakers of the evening were 
Harry Porter (Harris-Seybold), presi- 
dent of Books by Offset Lithography, 
Inc., who opened the meeting. Ed- 
ward F. Blechta (Magill-Weinsheimer), 
another of the jurors, and C. W. Dick- 
inson (R. Hoe) who earlier that after- 
noon, was elected to succeed Porter. 

Other members of this year’s jury 
were: Arthur Thompson (Bell Lab- 
oratories), George Bailey (Photograv- 
ure & Color), and Boris Artzybasheff, 
noted artist and designer. 

By vote of the membership of the 
sponsoring organization, lithographers 
are now eligible for membership in it, 
and already many have signed up.

FUTURA 


For MANY DECADES, 
the world of printing has known the 
unserifed block letter it calls 
Gothic type (though why “Gothic’’ is 
more than I can say, since true Gothic 
is the black letter, or German Fraktur, 
that Gutenberg used, and its progeny, 
or what the man in the street prob- 
ably says is “Old English,” though that 
is something else again). 

But let’s stick to our colloquial term. 
Gothic is a purely utilitarian letter. 
Recently, advertisers have made much 
of the narrower styles, but Gothics 
have little place in book work, and 
none in a book of the present nature. 
We simply must observe that they do 
exist—like Hottentots and strikes. 

Modern sans serifs are definitely not 
Gothics. Futura (now more often 
called Spartan) is the expression of a 
fundamental idea, even a whole phil- 
osophy. It originated as a_ protest 
against the practice of modeling type 
on the principles of hand lettering. 
Type cutting and casting are mechani- 
cal processes, and some people today 
can penetrate the veneer of imitation 
to the soul of function. Serifs and 
shading, it is said, are the drapery of 
type that conceals the essential nature 


of letter form. Futura is a goddess in 
the nude.

Simplicity and cleanness of line, 
purity of design, function expressed 
in form—these were the shibboleths of 
architecture, interior decoration, art, 
in tie 1920's. Typography, on the 
contrary, became drunk on flagons of 
black ink. It was inevitable that type 
should come in for its chastening. 

When Paul Renner, in Germany, 
produced his Futura series, he startled 
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the typographic world into thinking. 
Simplicity is not opposed to subtlety. 
The abstract, logical quality of Futura 
runs deeper than the designers of the 
demoded Gothics ever dreamed of. 


. This face cuts clean away from proto- 


types. It has no nationality; it is ele- 
mental, and of everywhere. But that 
it is, as was predicted, also the “type 
of tomorrow” is more than doubtful. 
Sans serifs have already been largely 
superseded by the square serifs, and, 
with the end of sterner times, both 
probably will bow to grace, based on 
the old Roman form but with new 
implications. This was mentioned last 
month in my comments on Egmont. 

Objectionable features of Gothic 
were its uniformity of stroke and too 
monotonous evenness of width. In its 
radical departure from these, Futura 
exhibits its most eminent trait. The 
letters sometimes swell, at other times 
narrow, and by this very restlessness 
achieve harmony without monotony. 
Optical illusions are compensated for 
by inequalities, not inadequacies, to 
effect an even distribution of color. 

The curves are simple and sincere, 
and the characters have a vigor that 
demands free space in which to move. 
Futura is sensitive to careless handling. 
No face is more easily bruised into 
coarseness by crowding. The composi- 
tion as a whole must express the soul 
of the type, or one might as well use 
the insensible Gothics. Indented para- 
graphs, prettified borders, bi-symmetri- 
cal balance, breathless solid setting, 
combination with classic oldstyle faces, 
all outrage the sympathetic treatment 
Futura requires. And so also does 
much of the jazzy, pseudo-modernistic 
muscle-music in typography to which 
Futura has often been set. 

This face is as classic, static, and 
dignified as an early Greek temple, 


with noble fluted pillars and long 
sweeping lines. Ornamentation usual- 
ly vitiates the ideal. 

But with all of its idealism and th 
inherent soundness of its philosophy, 
despite its intrinsic beauty and the 
clarity of its individual characters, 
Futura is not as easy to read as the 
Roman forms. Customs of the masses 
are not easily upset, and never harder 
to change than when they are sub- 
conscious. 

Following the advent of the German 
Futura, similar faces were cut by all 
America founders. W. A. Dwiggins 
created Linotype’s Metro, which re- 
tains some of Futura’s spirit in the 
light weight, but loses it progressively 
as it grows heavier. Intertype’s Vogue 
adapts the form but misses the soul 
of its prototype, blithely ignores the 
genius of Renner in optical compensa- 
tions, and its overbold dots produce a 
spotty effect. Ludlow’s Tempo, though 
a close imitation, is so fitted as to 
suggest a companionate marriage, and 
the Italics lack sympathy with the 
Roman, putting on the new while, like 
Lot’s wife, looking longingly back at 
the old. As Kipling’s skipper of the 
Mary Gloster told his son, “They 
copied all they could follow, but they 
couldn’t copy my mind.” 


However, exact duplicates of Futura 
have been cut; by Intertype under the 
same name, by ATF and Linotype re- 
named Spartan, and by Monotype 
called Twentieth Century. 


KABEL 


This was the work of Professor Ru- 
dolph Koch, designer also of Eve and 
Neuland. It is vibrant, kinetic, and 
in the heavier weights dynamic; so 
different from the poised, static aus- 
terity of Futura. Kabel has the same 
simplicity of line and purity of form, 
but its swift-flowing grace is more ex- 
pressive of the ballroom than of the 
platform. 


To those who will peer beneath the 
cloak of form, Kabel is mystical, con- 
cealing a cryptic quality. Futura is 
cosmic; Kabel is specific. It is syncopa- 
tion in type. It breathes the spirit that 
brought forth ragtime, jazz, swing. It 
is youth. Beneath the monotone ve- 
neer is a surprising variation in the 
width of the stroke, becoming quite 
noticeable in the heavier forms. Superb 
weight never retards movement. The 
characters seem to be what in musical 
harmony would be termed tendency 
notes, each not only performing its 
own function in the chord, but urging 
the interest forward. The dignity, 
grace, and conservatism of Futura, in 
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Kabel becomes a rhythmic pulsation. 
Compare the horizontal ends of the 
lower-case letters of the former with 
the chisel-edge endings of those of 
Kabel; the diamond dots of one with 
the large round points of the other; 
the moving shapes of Kabel’s a, e, g, 
b, f, y; the restless W and U; the 
going-somewhere curves of the D, P, 
and R; the pot-bellied S, suggesting 
an old German whose sagging trousers 
seem in imminent danger of surmount- 
ing the natural hill that supports them. 


The Monotype Sans Serif series is 
virtually a duplicate of Kabel, though 
most of the variant characters that 
have been added might better have 
been left unborn. Their mother may 
love them, but they do not spring 
from. the same father nor have his 
spirit, and might as well be so much 
Greek. The American Type Founders’ 
Bernhard Gothic series is the work of 
a designer whose beautiful Romans 
give him claim to more fame. These 
Gothics are mechanically ingenious, 
but lack the spirit of either Futura or 
Kabel, though they do have the faculty 
of relieving the linear regularity of 
the others. 

But eccentricities that call attention 
to a face are inconsistent with the 
fundamental sans-serif purpose and 
inspiration, and are loved only by 
those who think modernism is a thing 
instead of an idea. 


LYDIAN 


Calligraphy is a word as clumsily 
bandied about as “meticulous,” which 
inherently means frightened, from the 
Latin “metus,” fear, and not at all the 
scrupulous or punctilious whose domi- 
no it commonly is forced to wear. 
Now, the clear meaning of “callig- 
raphy” is beautiful penmanship. It is 
equally an abuse of confidence to ap- 
ply it to any, however beautiful, type 
as type, and to hand lettering, how- 
ever unlovely, merely because it isn’t 
type. 

But Lydian is definitely calligraphic 
in spirit, though cast in metal. Its 
creator, Warren Chappell, was the only 
American artist ever accepted as a 
pupil by the late Rudolph Koch, un- 
der whom he practiced calligraphy and 
type cutting as an associate of the 
Offenbacher Werkstatt. A practicing 
typographer, letterer, illustrator, and 
engraver in wood, he has designed nu- 
merous alphabets, but this is the first 
of his designs. to be cut. The curves 
of this unique face are so subtle that 
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they defied the founder's utmost efforts 
to transfer the original drawing to pat- 
terns by means of compass and French 
curves, and Chappell himself had to 
strike them in fresh in the required 
large size. This probably accounts, at 
least in part, for the air of authenticity 
and the crispness imparted by the face, 
and especially by the accompanying 
Cursive, which, to preserve the com- 
pactness of the original design, is cast 
on angle body. 


One can trace type forms back to 
Venice in 1470, and not find the proto- 
type of Lydian. There is only some- 
thing of its feeling, though crude in 
form, in Jenson’s De Civitate Dei of 
1475. There is more than a touch of 
it in the type Anton Koberger used to 
print the Nuremberg Chronicles in 
1493. In some respects, it has many 
of the characteristics of certain late 
15th and early 16th century Spanish 
types that were strongly tinctured with 
a Gothic feeling. But of no previous 
face can it be said, as it can of Cloister, 
Garamond, or Medieval, here is its 
origin or there its inspiration. It is 
not even a direct derivative of manu- 
script lettering before the incunabula. 

Lydian is a really original design, 
not laboriously drawn, but freely 
struck in as if hand lettered by some 
12th or 13th century scribe in char- 
acters refined to 20th century taste and 
comprehension. For this reason, per- 
haps, it appears equally at home in 
company with such body types as 
Cloister, Medieval, Benedictine, or 
even Garamond and with our more 
modern-spirited Spartans, Bulmer, 
Scotch, or even Bookman. Strangely, 
almost the only face it seems to clash 
with is the one many users choose first, 
probably because both are thought of 
as “modern;” that is, Bodoni. 


And also strangely, one would do 
well not to use Lydian Italic with the 
Roman for emphasis or contrast, but 
to reserve this for use alone. The 
Cursive makes a much better mate, 
though, not being made smaller than 
18/24-point, this is possible only in 
display. 

Indeed, Lydian was not intended to 
be a book type, though when well 
leaded, and with certain kinds of illus- 
trations, preferably line drawings, it 
can make a handsome page. But as a 
“mixer,” it blends comfortably with 
almost any good book face. It would 
be interesting to see some one try it 
with Poliphilus and Blado body mat- 
ter, or with Deepdene and its Italic. 


Lydian’s rigid lines, strong color, 
and vigor give it eminent place in ad- 
vertising display, but this is a con- 
sideration of type’s personality and 
not a discussion of layout principles 
and practices. 


Typewriter Composition 
Increasing interest is being shown jn 
the use of typewriter composition ac. 
complished on one of the new electric 
proportional spacing machines, par- 
ticularly by offset customers, with rush 
work such as circulars, or firms with 
numerous corrections, etc., for sales 
manuals, price books. 

For those who do not wish to go 
quite this far, there is the Edison 
Margin Justifier, a device applicable 
to all typewriters which justifies the 
lines automatically to secure an even 
right-hand column edge. 

Newest development in the field js 
the introduction of photomechanically 
composed type, such as was used in 
producing the 1947 Books by Offset 
Lithography catalog (see page 81) in 
which no metal type is set, but the 
composing machine produces a film 
proof of the type. 


Precision (but no Personality) 
The pace with which science is mini- 
mizing the discomforts of life has in- 
creased so rapidly lately that there is 
a growing apprehension that perhaps 
it is the pleasures of life that are being 
reduced instead. But even man, weak- 
ened as he now is by the introduction 
of modernizing and allegedly life-sim- 
plifying methods, draws the line some- 
place: In fact, this last straw is the 
development of a machine that would, 
paradoxically, insure the exactness of 
the drawn line. The machine is de- 
scribed as a “visible line” typewriter, 
and is called “errorless.” , 

With a standard keyboard and oper- 
ation identical to the present machine, 
it prints an entire line at once, allow- 
ing the operator to correct mistakes in 
the set-up before printing. Electrically 
driven, it assures even pressure on all 
keys, allows justifications of lines and 
centering without the necessity of typ- 
ing a rough copy first, and eliminates 
depreciations due to eraser dust. 

The unit provides for the simple 
change of type faces and type sizes 
ranging from 6-point to 18-point. A 
special device warns of the space re- 
maining at the bottom of the page, 
assuring even bottom margins. It has 
been engineered and patented by the 
Associated Development & Research 
Corp., 150 Broadway, N.Y.C. 

In addition, the Army Signal Corps 
is reported to possess a still further 
refined typewriter—one that takes dic 
tation by itself! 

How far will men go? Is this « con- 
traption to add to the pleasures of life? 
And what of Miss A, or Miss K—is she 
to be replaced by an automaton? Life 
certainly looks rosy ahead when you 
can take your favorite typewriter to 
lunch or relax after hours-at the thea- 
tre—seated next to some nice device.

Here is a technical book for railroad 
accountants, the complex tabular mat- 
ter of which was set with some care; 
but any reader will find it hard going, 
for bad paper, uneven presswork, and 
certain worn lines of type, combine to 
put in boldface what was not so in- 
tended. The title-page is weak. The 
coated-stock section of photographic 
illustrations as laid out, will confuse 
rather than help the eye. More care 
and a few lucky production breaks 
could have made this a good book; 
but inspired handling is necessary to 
make it enticing to the reader.

Here is a short book, a novelette called 
“a fictitious reminiscence,” about the 
career of an Italian fascist. The prob- 
lem, as the designer saw it, was to 
make a book reflecting something of 
fascist pomp without making it actual- 
ly an inflated book. He chose black 
cloth for the cover (perhaps not the 
sort that Harrison Elliott would have 
made of black shirts), blind stamping 
the cover with a small cartouche in 
which the tithe appears in Hadriano 
Stone-Cut letters, Goudy’s variation on 
a theme from the letter on Hadrian’s 
column in Rome; the backbone uses 
the same Hadriano title stamped in 
gold: the cover and backbone lines 
are nicely balanced against each other; 
the iop stain is blue; the whole effect 
is Italian and monumental, though it 
Is only a little book. 

The end-sheets are cream, which 
takes the curse from the not-very-good 
yellowish stock which had to be used. 
The text is set in Bodoni Book, with 
sections numbered in Roman num- 
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erals. The fascist Italian printing 
which this reviewer has seen looks 


French compared with this apposite 
job!

The dreary profusion of bendayed red- 
and-black illustrations, the stingy mar- 
gins, crude cover design, and _pre- 
scribed side-stitched binding, do little 
to enhance the simple but submerged 
typography of this textbook. In its 
handling one can see the usual text- 
book tricks that were detoured: italics 
replace what might ordinarily have 
been spotty boldface for subheads; the 
exercise at the end of chapters (now 
called ‘“‘activity”) is given legibility by 
extra leading rather than contrasting 
types; and there is unity throughout 
rather than hodge-podge. A squiggle, 
turned alternately horizontally and 
vertically, is a good way to mark the 
chapter heads. 


The Little Magazine

The design idea which raises this his- 
tory and bibliography from the com- 
monplace in format is the simple, even 
“cute” one of cornering off its bind- 
ing, title-page and chapter headings 
(and of doing the same thing in a 
diagonal arrangement on the jacket) 
into areas smaller than the 6 x 9 page 
to make them appropriately little. By 
itself this device might have been only 
flip; but backed up, as it is, by well- 
handled typography, it is very agree- 
able. On the title-page the cornering 


off is done by a gray-green shaded tint, 
echoing the green ink on the jacket 
and the green cloth of the binding; for 
the chapter headings it is done with 
light and heavy rules. Each chapter 
title becomes, therefore, a separate lit- 
tle title-page, though much more prim 
in arrangement, with its little oval 
decoration, than those of the little 
magazines edited by this reviewer. 

The chapter beginning runs around 
this corner title, and to help get the 
eye away from it, the initial letter is 
a small Figgins Shaded one; this 
shaded letter appears also for the title 
words on the title-page. 

Electra gives sparkle to the text. 
The bibliography is in two columns, 
its sections set off by light and heavy 
rules. 


The Noble Voice

These studies of ten classic poems have 
been. given a format of classic dignity, 
simple, unmannered, but rich because 
of good paper and excellent handling 
of Monotype faces, Fournier and Deep- 
dene (for headings), which are asson- 
ant in feeling if not in actual letter- 
shapes. The designer has gone to un- 
usual lengths to achieve unity in plac- 
ing the same decorative symbol on 
jacket, binding, and title-page, and in 
using Fournier on the jacket, and 
matching greens in the binding cloth, 
title-page tint panel, and top stain. 
There are headbands in yellow and 
green which tie in with the yellow and 
gray (almost a green in their com- 
bined effect) of the jacket. 

It is usually felt that the jacket need 
have nothing to do with the + book 
itself (I do not refer to the practices 
of blurb writers); but there is certainly 
a pleasant effect when it ties in with 
what it covers. 

The subject matter of this book does 
not make for easy reading; but the 
Fournier 14 point, with quoted pass- 
ages in 12, is generously legible with- 
out the size looking big on the page. 
(The text is not especially long; hence 
the possibility of 14 point.) The de- 
signer has helped elucidate the author! 

The title on the binding runs 
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lengthwise down the backbone. It 
could have been used in the same size 
of Deepdene in horizontal lines, for 
the title words are short and the book 
is 114 inches thick. Was this vertical 
title conditioned by books of poetry, 
generally too thin for horizontal lines?

in a different version, wrapped around 
the backbone, in magenta.on sand 
cloth, and appears again in black on 
the title-page. 

The title-page shows a Bank Script 
for the author’s name, later to do 
service as chapter titles, a decorated- 
letter in the engraved style for the 
title, afterwards matched typograph- 
ically in chapter initials, and imprint 
lines in Scotch, which -becomes the 
body type. This neat unity character- 
izes the whole volume.

It is printed, perhaps for lack of other 
paper, on English finish (there are no 
illustrations), the slight shine of which 
tends to make the hairlines of the 
Baskerville type disappear, so that the 
reader finds it hard sledding down the 
page. The title-page and chapter heads 
are tricked out with pleasant spacing 
and a Greek-key border. 

The title on the backbone runs from 
bottom to top, the style used by the 
majority of English book makers but 
not followed by the majority of \meri- 
can.

These reminiscences of a deep-sea 
diver are designed with just enough 
fuss to make one wish that something 
better in interpretive style might have 
been achieved. The tan cover is 
printed in blue in a bold brush-letter 
design, simplified from that on the 
jacket. The same script at an uphill 
slant, now taken over by Kaufmann 
types, appears on the fore title, title- 
page, and half-title but is then drop- 
ped. The Kaufmann is, however, too 
thin and small after the vigorous 
splash on the cover; it is meager even 
for the hefty Garamond 12 point of 
the text. The chapter openings have 
a treatment with a line of wavy-border 
which is a little too picky to look like 
waves and go with the rest of the book. 

The paper is good: the text press- 
work is good; but what happened to 
the inserted illustrations on coated 
stock? They all look as if they were 
undersea shots, even those reproducing 
photographs taken in full sun above 
water. 

Here is a book which, with more 
distinguished typographic materials, 
more consistent design, and a little 
more care, would have been good.

This gazetteer is neatly, almost de- 
murely set in Bulmer and Caledonia, 
as if to reassure the American reader 
that it is not an incendiary book. It 
has a handsome red reverse-plate title- 
page and a red cloth cover which, be- 
cause of shortages, is not red enough. 
But its jacket is the feature which is 
most novel: it is a regular Rand Mc- 
Nally map of the Soviet Union, folded 
to fit around the book, with a red- 
bordered book title label pasted on in 
the Arctic Ocean. The price had to 
be put, as if by afterthought, in the 
border of the label, and there is no 
place for a blurb; but a university 
press may indulge in these non-com- 
mercial aberrations — sometimes very 
profitably. Libraries, which always 
throw away jackets, will be puzzled to 
decide what to do about this one 
(Trade Book Clinic selection).

It is evident that unusual care has 
been taken with this book of remin- 
iscences of a hunter of mountain lions 
and bobcats. It has a rugged tan buck- 
ram cover, gets weight with Neuland 
titles printed on it in green, and color 
in the headings by the use of Lydian 


to perk up the rather thin and light 
Granjon 12 on 14 point. The green 
of the cover repeats in the endsheet 
map and specially drawn initials. 

The designer has solved his various 
problems freshly without relating them 
to each other. Hence the book lacks 
design as a whole. The photographic 
bleed double-spread title-page (its let. 
tering might better have been Neuland 
rather than a drawn imitation), offset 
on antique stock, does not prepare the 
eye for illustrations placed uniformly 
in bands in the middle third of the 
text page and printed by letterpress 
on coated stock. The centered head- 
ings of the front matter do not lead 
up to the more freely handled chap- 
ter heads. More coordination between 
these elements would have made for a 
good book in the uninhibited stvle we 
like to see come from the West. 

The making of a book so excellent 
as this in a non-book-producing region 
is always to be wondered at. One can 
see the designer’s struggle with a 
printer who did not set type closely 
enough, who separated sentences by a 
pica, who letterspaced lower-case, and 
who used green right out of the can 
without ameliorating it with a little 
white or gray. One wonders, however; 
why in a state so rich in artists, such 
poorly shaped initial letters and so 
dull a map should have been drawn. 

The tile runs down the backbone, 
whereas it could have been placed in 
horizontal lines in the same size letters. 

The production note at the end of 
the book reveals that the offset work 
had to come from Denver and the 
covers from St. Louis to be assembled 
with the letterpress and bound in 
Albuquerque. 
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World Sales Up; Costs Too 


With sales up 8 per cent over the preceding year, the 
World Publishing Co., Cleveland, reported 1946 net profit 
of $139,922, as compared with $115,499 in 1945, announced 
B. D. Zevin, president. He said a reduction of $184,000 in 
federal income taxes was more than consumed by an 
increase in cost of products sold. The year, he continued, 
was one of transition from the limited competition, re- 
stricted production, and controlled prices of the war years 
to unregulated competi.ive economy that caused many 
serious dislocations of planned operations. He said that 
one strike affecting the supplier of 80 per cent of “our 
outside production” and “the other—the New York truck- 
ing strike” resulted not only in a sacrifice of sales, but in 
an unavoidable accumulation of inventories. 

Introduction last year of Rainbow Classics, popular- 
priced juvenile series, and the Living Library, helped to 
increase the company’s sales.

Teamwork for Production 


Do you find that 
Boston — illustrated books 
Bookbuilders differ very much 
from others in the matter of pre- 
liminary planning? 

Should some trade customs now pre- 
vailing between publisher and book 
manufa:‘urer be revised in the best 
interests of both—and better practice? 

Do you have any general principles 
that you follow in typographic design? 

These and other questions, indi- 
cating an interest as wide as the field 
of book design and production itself, 
sparked the final meeting of the season 
of the Boston  Bookbuilders _ last 
month. Burton Stratton (Henry Holt), 
Morris Colman (Viking Press), Robert 
C. McNamara (Scott Foresman), and 
Ralph Box (Country Life Press) were 
part of the panel that met in the hub 
city to speak before more than 200 
members at the April 23 meeting. 
With Joseph Donovan (Donovan & 
Sullivan Engraving), William Edwin 
Rudge (Elm Tree Press), Ernest N. 
Stevens (Ginn & Co.), Donald G. 
Brock (Brock & Rankin), and Edward 
J. Triebe (Kingsport Press), they 
stirred an active discussion of diverse 
segments of design and production and 
turned to respond to the resulting 
questions fed them by moderator Mark 
R. Jouett (Athenaeum Press) and a 
number directly from the floor of the 
Hotel Lenox meeting room. 


In Illustrations It's Juveniles, 1-6 


On the question of planning illus- 
trated books Colman answered: ‘Most 
of our illustrated books are books for 
children, and I should say that: any 
book lor children is the equivalent of 
half « dozen average adult books. We 
have often had to make six or eight 
successive estimates, with slight changes 
in the specifications, before we hit on 
a practical combination of quality and 
price. We try to put everything we 
can i terms of quality into books for 
child:en, but, since they must sell at 
lower prices than corresponding books 
for adults, they call for a great deal 
of careful planning. 

“We never set an illustrated book 
until we have seen a sample of the 
illustrator’s work, and we often have 
a sample proof made of it to make sure 
that the artist’s style will reproduce 
satisfactorily. We have to decide 
whether to make the book by letter- 
press, offset, or gravure, and we may 
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have to estimate on at least two of 
these three processes. 

“We invariably ask the artist to 
make no more than a single sample 
before we put the book into type, 
however, because we want the book 
to be dummied up so that the illustra- 
tions will fall exactly where they be- 
long in the story. This does not change 
the appearance of a book, but it does 
make a great difference to the reader. 
Sometimes the artist makes his own 
dummy; sometimes we spend a day or 
two making it with him. Beyond in- 
sisting on a dummy before the art 
work is begun, we try to put no limita- 
tions whatever on the artist’s style of 
work or choice of subject matter. Au- 
thors don’t expect their publishers to 
tell them what to write; neither should 
publishers dictate to artists what they 
shall draw. When that is done, we be- 
lieve it’s the publisher who suffers, for 
he is not likely to get the best work 
the artist is capable of.” 


Open Your Mind: Robert 


Publisher Robert McNamara spoke for 
an open mind on questions touching 
on defective book adjustments, partial 
binding orders, payment on delivery, 
etc. “Every book problem should be 
discussed by the publishers and manu- 
facturers,” he said. “If we have im- 
posed on the manufacturers, as some 
of us believe, the situation should be 
adjusted.” 

The general feeling was that carry- 
ing publishers’ sheets or bound books 
indefinitely and giving them space 
free of charge is unfair and that proper 
compensation ought to be made. 

“Typography that intrudes itself be- 
tween author or artist and reader is 
bad typography,” said Colman of prin- 
ciples in design. “It seems to me that 
the typographer’s job should be a 
fairly humble one of trying to make 
the book inviting to the reader; possi- 
bly, if the designer is lucky, of con- 
veying some feeling of the character of 
the story; then of disappearing from 
the reader’s consciousness as soon as 
author and reader have got together. 
I would try, for instance, to avoid all 
typographic embellishments on an 
ordinary text page, and anywhere in 
an illustrated book, where they would 
surely clash with what the artist has 
contributed.” 

Other questions followed: 

Q.: Have you had any experience 
with the use of nylon thread and how 
satisfactory is it? 


A.: (by Brock) We know of no rea- 
son why nylon thread should not be 
used. It is certainly much stronger 
than cotton thread, but it is more ex- 
pensive. Nylon also has stretch that 
is not found in other threads and it is 
more durable. The workers like nylon 
thread. Probably would not work on 
the Singer Sewing Machine as the 
needles heat up. 


Methods & Responsibilities 


Q.: What printing process (letter- 
press, offset, gravure) can be_ best 
adapted now or in the future to the 
production of large high school and 
college textbooks (Smyth-sewed, with 
halftone illustration) in a more eco- 
nomical way? 


A.: (by Triebe) Generally we can 
discuss this from the standpoint of cost. 
Tremendous capital investments are 
needed to operate a gravure establish- 
ment. Experienced labor is very diffi- 
cult to obtain. Most people do not go 
into this field. Gravure customarily 
means a very high initial cost, but this 
can be overcome by the long runs, as 
in the magazine fields. For use in the 
near future this method is far too 
costly. Artists and designers insist on 
certain results which can only be ob- 
tained by letterpress. Time is just 
about here when letterpress will give 
offset a run for its money. 


Q.: In out-and-out technical text- 
book work, how do you overcome 
problems of design and production 
that fall in the twilight zone of re- 
sponsibility between editorial and pro- 
duction management? 


A.: (by Stratton) The real responsi- 
bility falls in the editorial or produc- 
tion branch. We think it is of the 
utmost importance that the representa- 
tives of these offices have a meeting of 
minds before the work is started. 
If the problem is semi-editorial, the 
responsibility is with the editors. Prob- 
ably most of the problem will come at 
the composition stage and the responsi- 
bility lies with the people who are 
most familiar with the technical end 
of book manufacture and they should 
be responsible for putting the work 
through. 

Q.: Is the design of the book a part 
of the function of the editorial depart- 
ment? 

A.: (Stevens) We regard the book 
as a whole and believe it should be 
produced from as nearly as possible 
one single point of view, We believe 
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Be Only One Selish Here! 


One of the factors responsible for the consistently 
high totals of Wolff-produced books in the various 
book exhibits held throughout the country, is the flex- 
ibility of our organization and equipment.

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that harmony can be more effectual in 
producing a good book and that all 
the departments should work together 
for the good of the book. It is well if 
the design of the book is the responsi- 
bility of some other department than 
the editorial department.

Outline of Production 


so When the Chicago 
Chicago Book Clinic held its 
Book Clinic April meeting, at 
Normandy House, April 1, 62 mem- 
bers and guests were present to hear 
the book clinic members “run a book 
clinic.” 


Roy W. Eldredge (Laidlaw Broth- 


ers), program chairman, had chosen 
‘leaders in the field to whom members 
could direct their questions and know 
an answer would be given. Taking 
part in this were Edward M. Tuttle 
(Row, Peterson and Co.), Mary Alex- 
ander (University of Chicago Press) 
and Harley Mitchell (Scott, Foresman 
and Co.) each discussed books which 
his firm had produced. 

The discussion centered on the mak- 
ing of a book—from the time the 
manuscript was completed—to the final 
presentation of the book to its par- 
ticular reading public. Tuttle told of 
the work his firm had done in pre- 
paring a book for American readers 
from an English text. Mary Alexander 
showed two of the University’s recent 
works: one, an art book, beautifully 
done in color and in black and white; 
second, a book was for children in 
which color had an important part in 
the psychological appeal to the child. 
This particular book had the color 
work done by silk screen and the re- 
sults were most interesting to the 
audience. Both of these ‘books were 
in the art class and as such will 
receive recognition. 

Mitchell told of the preparation of 
a new civics book titled “Living in our 
Community” and that the idea in this 
was to give essential information about 
the community and yet make it so 
attractive through illustration and text 
that children and teen-agers would 
find it much more than just another 
textbook. 

In compiling this the idea was to 
give a new angle to teaching and the 
results have been so successful that 
it may easily be a leader in the im- 
portant field of civics. Teaching aids 
are offered but these are so designed 
that even the teachers will be: inter- 
ested and find new ideas and methods 
of giving instruction. : 


Steps in production 


Much of the meeting was a discussion 
as to what type of ink to use, the 
paper, and the binding and how suc- 
cessful certain of these were in making 
a book—such as the ones which Miss 
‘Alexander had shown. Why one proc- 
ess was better than another for mak- 





ing illustrations also was freely dis- 
cussed and the experts all had an an- 
swer and an illustration to back up 
their point. 

-The next meeting of the club was 
held at Normandy House, May 6, 
when there was held a debate (with 
referee) as to whether offset or letter- 
press should be used. Robert W. Pack- 
ard of Conkey’s was in one corner 
to defend offset and Cecil Pickard of 
Newman-Rudolph in the other defend- 
ing letter-press, 

Points for discussion are quantity 
printing—paper—halftone printing . . . 
color printing . . . re-runs . . . trans- 
fer from’ offset to letterpress after a 
book has been printed . . . taking out 
parts of books to use in advertising 
pieces . . . and relative costs of all 
these items. This meeting is expected 
to attract a large attendance as it will 
be the last formal meeting of the 
group for this season. A report of the 
nominating committee for 1947-8 will 
be given at this session. 


Josephy Re-elected 

Robert Josephy, 
N. Y. Tr ade free lance design- 
Book Clinic er, again heads 


the New York Trade Book Clinic, 
AIGA, following his re-election at the 
April 15 meeting at the Southern Res- 
taurant. The meeting also featured 
the regular monthly selection of best 
trade hooks of the month (see table). 
Less than thirty books were .studied 
by the group, with general agreement 
that the average of quality for the 
month was low. The: screeners were 
L. F. White (L. F. White Ptg. Co.) 
and Frank Myrick (BBP). The dis- 


_cussion resulted in a decision to re- 


duce éven further the number of books 
brought to each meeting. 


Most striking news to emerge from 
the session was the almost unanimous 
condemnation of rough front books as 
unattractive cheap imitations of 
deckle-edge, and irritating to the 
reader. 

One selection, ‘““Three Came Home,” 
came in for the lion’s share of the dis- 
cussion. The use of the batik print 
design on the cover cloth was generally

A Juror Speaks 


Philadelphia 
Book Clinic month’s meeting 
ook U was primarily 


concerned with improvement of the 
quality of books, from a juror’s view- 
point, Milton Glick took time to un- 
derscore the problems of lingering war- 
time production handicaps and the 
need for working out streamlined 
methods at the Philadelphia Book 
Clinic April 15. Glick, chief designer 
for Viking Press, told members that he

found production costs. still too high. 
In a direct question from the floor, he 
stated that he could mention nothing 
specific in new methods of bookmak- 
ing but that he did recommend that 
production men and machinery manu- 
facturers combine to rid the industry 
of the time-consuming “hand-proc- 
esses” now in use. 

“I think it is urgent that we find 
new and more efficient ways to make 
books,” he said. “Production costs are 
too high. We've got to find stream- 
lined methods—particularly in bind- 
ing.” 


End of "A Perfect Book" 


As one of the judges of this year’s 
Fifty Books, the speaker concluded the 
1946-47 season’s topic of the club, 
“Making of a Perfect Book,” with a 
discussion of what a juror would look 
for in such a book. On initial inspec- 
tino an agreeable first impression, or 
“general feel of the book” in comple- 
ment to the subject material and price 
is sought. Next, one studies the qual- 
ity of manufacture and design. Paper: 
an appropriate choice for texture, 
color, weight, and opacity; composi- 
tion: quality of type and spacing; 
presswork; proper register and quality 
of the ink; and binding: the cloth, 
stamping, folding, and casing-in. In 
these considerations, and over-all out- 


put, said Glick, trade, text, and chil- 
dren’s books are still suffering from 
results of wartime obstacles. Only the 
“fine” books have recovered their 
standard of excellence. 


The designer’s problems are based 
on his choice of typography and illus- 
tration. Harmony between type face 
and the arrangement of display is a 
necessary feature in any well-made 
book. Glick suggested consistency in 
margins, which he considers an im- 
portant part of design, and a close 
resemblance between the binding and 
the rest of the book. 


For the best results in the illustra: 
tions, the designer ought to be con- 
sulted in the selection of the artist, 
he felt. In his opinion, too, the artist 
usually is grateful for tactful criticism 
and the close coordination of the two 
will be evident in excellent results. On 
the subject of illustrations he said 
they “need not leap out of the pages 
nor be recessive.” 

The need for better quality in man- 
ufacture was emphasized by the speak- 
er, and he complimented the Clinic on 
its theme for this year as an intelligent 
approach toward that end. 

On April 28 the Clinic held its Sec- 
ond Annual Preview Dinner, at which 
Philadelphia’s Best Books for the Year 
were shown (see page 47 for details).
